metal containers and out of reach 
of children. 
Never smoke in bed; 
have plenty of ash trays and put 
out the cigarette or cigar— don’t 
let them smoulder. 
DON’T use flammable cleaning 
fluid or keep in the home. 
DON’T use wood or paper car­ 
t o n s for ashes— use 
metal 
con­ 
tainers. 
DON’T allow papers, rags, m a t­ 
tresses, and the like, to accumu­ 
late.

Those w ho use 
the tax table will bt1 able to convert the form into a ‘‘short form” re­ 
turn by tearing off page on**, Page one, left, above, Is for lifting of 
exemptions, incomes from wanes withheld bv employer and other 
sources, taxes due or refundable, and t a x p a y e r s ’ signature. Most per­ 
sons, whose incomes are less than 15000, will need only to fill out 


pane one. Page two, right, above, is the income tax table, which auto­ 
matically provides a ll) per cent deduction for charitable purposes, 
medical expenses, etc, It also shows, in white columns, the varying 
amount of tax to be paid according to the number of dependents. 
Page three is for listing Income from annuities and pensions, rents 
and royalties, business or professions and income from partnerships, 
estates or other souro> s. Page four 1s for those persons whose allow­ 
able deductions for charitable purposes, medical expenses, etc., may 
exceed lh per cent of their income. These persons will disregard the 
tax table, itemize their deductions and compute the tax.
